The  Committee  of  Visiting  Justices,  in  making  their  Annual 
Report,  have  once  more  the  satisfaction  to  announce  that  the 
management  and  state  of  the  Asylum  has  been  such  as  to  call 
forth  the  commendation  of  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy 
whenever  they  have  visited  it,  and  to  cause  them  to  express 
their  approbation  of  the  skill  and  good  management  of  the 
Superintendent,  Dr.  M‘Cullough,  and  the  other  officers  to 
whom  the  charge  of  the  patients  is  committed. 

The  Committee,  however,  regret  that  they  have  to  report  a 
great  increase  in  the  number  of  patients.

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As  this  number  exceeds  by  about  25  tlie  number  of  patients 
which  the  Abergavenny  Asylum  can  accommodate,  the  Super-, 
intendent,  with  the  consent  of  the  Visiting  Justices,  has  sent 
30  patients  to  the  Worcester  Asylum,  where  they  are  for  the 
present  received  at  a  charge  of  12s.  6d.  a  week.  The  additional 
4s.  being  charged  to  the  respective  counties,  while  the  parishes 
are  only  debited  with  the  sum  which  would  have  been  charged 
if  they  had  remained  at  Abergavenny,  viz  ,  8s.  6d.  a  week. 

A  sum  of  £382  has  been  expended  dnring  the  past  year  in 
repairs  and  furniture  for  additional  patients,  which  is  to  be 
charged  to  building  account ;  this,  together  with  the  extra 
price  paid  for  patients  at  Worcester,  necessitates  a  call  on  the 
United  Counties  and  City  of  Hereford  of  £600. 

The  rate  of  maintenance  for  the  next  year  will  be  9s* 
weekly,  to  commence  from  January,  1864. 

The  great  influx  of  patients  (already  exceeding  the  accom¬ 
modation  afforded  by  the  Asylum),  early  in  the  present  year, 
called  the  attention  of  the  Visiting  Justices  ;  and  it  appearing 
to  them  that  the  increase  would  be  progressive  for  some  time 
to  come,  they  deemed  it  right  to  take  measures  for  meeting 
it;  with  this  view,  they  resolved  that  the  accommodation 
should  be  increased  to  admit  700  patients,  and  they  appointed 
a  Building 'Committee  to  consult  with  their  Architect  as  to 
the  best  and  most  economical  means  of  effecting  this  increase. 

It  was  suggested  that  it  would  be  better  to  divide — the 
Counties  of  Hereford,  Radnor,  and  City  of  Hereford  to  receive 
their  share  of  the  money  expended  on  the  Asylum,  and  to  pro¬ 
vide  another  for  themselves.  But  it  was  found  that  the  cost 
of  such  an  Asylum  to  contain  250  patients,  with  the  furnish¬ 
ing  and  the  purchase  of  land,  would  come  to  from  £30,000  to 
£35,000,  while  the  addition  to  the  present  Asylum  could  be 
completed  for  a  much  lower  sum,  and  that  the  expenses  of 
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managing  two  Asylums  would  greatly  exceed  those  of  a  single 
Asylum  containing  the  same  number. 

The  Building  Committee  therefore  reported  in  favour  of  a 
plan  submitted  by  Mr.  Fuljames,  their  architect,  for  increasing 
the  present  Asylum  to  the  extent  of  100  male  and  120  female 
patients,  at  a  cost,  including  furniture  and  outfit,  of  £18,500? 
not  including  the  purchase  of  any  additional  land,  which? 
however,  will  be  necessary,  if  the  number  of  patients  are  to 
be  thus  increased. 

This  report  was  adopted  by  the  Committee  of  Visiting 
Justices  at  their  last  general  meeting,  held  17th  December, 
in  the  following  resolution, — “  That  application  be  made  to 
the  respective  Quarter  Sessions  to  carry  out  the  plans  sub¬ 
mitted  by  Mr.  Fuljames  for  an  increase  of  100  males  and  120 
female  patients — subject  to  certain  alterations  in  detail,  on  the 
understanding  that  such  alterations  are  not  to  increase  the 
general  cost,  as  estimated  by  the  Architect,  of  £18,500.”  The 
proportion  of  the  Counties  and  City  of  Hereford  are  as  follows 
for  every  Pound  raised  : — 

Monmouth  pays  nine  shillings  and  three  farthings. 

Hereford  County — Five  shillings  and  seven  pence  farthing. 
Hereford  City — Nine  pence  three  farthings. 

Brecon — Three  shillings  and  two  pence  halfpenny. 

Radnor — One  shilling  and  three  pence  three  farthings. 

The  sanction  of  this  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions  is  accordingly 
asked.

COMMISSIONERS’  REPORT. 


Abergavenny  Asylum, 

20th  August,  1863. 

Since  this  Asylum  was  visited  on  the  12th  September,  18G2, 
157  patients  have  been  admitted,  55  have  been  discharged,  and 
49  have  died  :  the  proportion  of  males  and  females,  under  the 
first  head,  being  74  and  83;  under  the  second,  24  and  31  ; 
and  under  the  third,  30  and  19.  Of  those  discharged,  46  had 
recovered,  3  v  ere  relieved,  1  not  improved,  4  transferred  to 
other  Asylums,  and  one  had  escaped,  who  is  retained  by  his 
friends.  Of  the  deaths,  the  principal  causes  were  general 
paralysis,  epilepsy,  brain  disease,  and  exhaustion  after  mania  ; 
inquests  having  been  held  in  the  cases  of  two  patients  of  each 
sex,  who  had  died  suddenly  from  suffocation  during  epileptic 
fits.  The  average  of  mortality  has  been  low  ;  and  the  health 
of  the  Asylum  continues  to  be  good.  To-day  there  are  25 
patients  taking  medicine ;  but  none  for  any  serious  bodily 
disorder. 

At  the  last  visit  there  were  on  the  books  433  patients  ;  and 
at  our  visits  yesterday  and  to-day  we  have  seen  483,  being 
an  increase  of  50  ;  in  addition  to  whom  there  are  3  absent 
on  leave  ;  and  of  these  486,  the  males  are  208,  and  the  females 
278.  In  the  last  entry  it  was  stated  that  the  space  available 
for  patients  would  have  reached  its  extreme  limit  when  466 
were  received  ;  and  this  estimate  having  now  been  exceeded 
by  2  in  the  male  anti  18  in  the  female  division,  a  special 
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meeting  of  the  Visitors  had  been  called  for  to-day,  and  a  very 
large  number  of  the  Committee  are  now  assembled  while  we 
are  writing,  to  consider  how  additional  accommodation  may 
best  be  provided.  Up  to  this  date,  we  should  remark,  ad¬ 
mission  has  not  been  refused  to  any  patient  belonging  to  the 
districts  for  which  the  Asylum  was  built. 

We  have  found  the  patients  in  a  very  satisfactory  state  at 
our  visit,  considering  the  excess  of  numbers.  In  general 
freedom  from  excitement  indeed,  as  well  as  in  dress  and  per¬ 
sonal  appearance,  the  women  were  in  more  favourable  con¬ 
dition  than  the  men.  Their  clothing  is  good,  and  there  is 
much  variety  of  material  in  it,  and  neatness.  On  the  men’s 
side,  the  ordinary  attendants  should  give  greater  care  to 
general  tidiness  of  dress ;  and  it  would  have  a  good  effect 
every  way  if  a  separate  suit  were  provided  for  Sundays.  The 
system  formerly  described,  of  avoiding  any  strict  classification 
in  either  division,  is  continued  with  good  effect ;  but  one  of 
its  consequences,  as  pointed  out  in  the  last  entry,  is  that  the 
instances  of  seclusion  for  brief  periods,  to  protect  the  better 
kind  of  patients  from  the  habits  of  the  more  troublesome,  are 
more  numerous  than  otherwise  they  would  be. 

Since  the  last  visit,  there  appear  to  have  been  altogether 
62  instances  of  seclusion — 24  among  the  males,  and  38  among 
the  females,  distributed,  however,  over  a  small  number  of 
patients,  and  the  average  duration  of  periods  for  the  men 
being  about  an  hour  and  a  half,  and  for  the  women  three 
hours.  The  longest  period  on  the  male  side  was  five  hours, 
and  the  shortest  twenty-five  minutes  ;  on  the  female  side,  the 
large  majority  of  instances  were  from  one  to  two  hours,  ex¬ 
cepting  in  three  cases,  where  it  was  the  whole  day.  The 
records  are  very  carefully  and  well  kept.  There  has  been 
no  restraint. 
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Provision  for  the  patients  received  since  last  visit,  and  for 
those  in  excess  of  the  number  then  stated  as  the  extreme 
limit,  has  been  effected  by  completion  of  the  arrangements 
then  described,  and  by  temporary  beds  laid  down  in  the 
various  sleeping  rooms.  By  Dr.  McCullough’s  removal  to  his 
detached  residence,  an  additional  dormitory  has  been  obtained 
on  each  side  ;  and  by  a  small,  very  judicious  expenditure,  the 
cottage  buildings  on  the  farm  have  been  comfortably  adapted 
so  as  to  admit  of  the  extension  of  their  inmates  from  4  to  12, 
who  live  under  charge  of  the  bailiff  and  his  wife. 

We  found  all  the  sleeping  accommodation  in  the  best  order, 
and  the  bedding  every  where  good  and  ample.  Continued 
effort,  we  are  assured,  will  be  made  to  complete,  by  addition 
of  washing  materials,  seats,  and  other  matters  of  cheap  orna¬ 
ment  and  comfort,  the  assimilation  of  all  the  dormitories  in 
the  old  house  to  those  in  the  laundry  buildings.  Blinds  or 
curtains  should  be  put  up  in  all ;  and,  both  in  the  day  rooms 
and  dormitories,  the  cheerfulness  would  be  increased  by  pa¬ 
pering  portions  of  the  walls.  All  the  old  stone  baths  should 
be  replaced  by  more  suitable  ones  of  modern  make  ;  and 
such  distribution  made  of  the  bathing  days  as  to  admit  of  a 
supply  of  fresh  water  to  each  patient.  We  trust  also  that 
arrangements  will  as  soon  as  possible  be  made  for  substitu¬ 
tion  of  wooden  for  the  tiled  and  plaistered  floors  which  are 
now  in  three  corridors  and  one  dormitory  on  each  side. 

Out  of  the  entire  number  of  patients,  there  appear  to  be 
65  men  and  94  women  wholly  unemployed.  The  numbers 
who  never  go  beyond  the  airing  court  are  9  men  and  20 
women  ;  6  of  the  former  and  13  of  the  latter  from  bodily 
infirmity,  and  the  rest  from  a  determined  refusal  to  avail 
themselves  of  any  opportunity. 

The  opportunities  are  always  afforded  to  them.  All  the 
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patients  not  confined  by  sickness  have  permission  to  go  out 
of  doors  every  day,  and  at  all  except  meal  times.  The  women 
have  walking  parties  beyond  the  grounds  daily  ;  and  the  men 
twice  or  thrice  a  week,  and  twice  on  Sunday,  besides  their 
usual  half  holiday  on  Saturdays.  Some  24  also  now  play  cricket 
every  evening ;  a  very  good  bagatelle  board  has  been  lately 
supplied  to  No.  1  Ward  ;  and  the  other  favourite  sports  of  the 
men,  out  of  doors,  and  in  which  all  the  officers  of  the  Asylum 
freely  take  part  with  them,  are  fives,  skittles,  rounders,  bowls  ^ 
and  football.  The  women  have  had  croquet  added  recently 
to  their  other  games  and  dances.  Small  parties  of  from  20 
to  30,  from  every  two  wards  in  succession,  are  taken  once  a 
week  up  the  neighbouring  hills  ;  and  during  the  present  sum¬ 
mer,  two  pic-nics  have  been  given  on  the  meadows  in  front  of 
the  house,  at  which  all  the  out-door  sports  are  attempted. 
One  of  these  took  place  last  Saturday,  and  between  300  and 
350  of  both  sexes  took  part  in  it.  The  rearing  and  domesti¬ 
cation  of  various  birds,  by  the  kindness  of  the  Assistant 
Medical  Officer,  continue  also  to  interest  the  inmates,  and  the 
result  of  all  this  various  provision  for  their  entertainment  and 
recreation  is  seen  in  their  generally  cheerful  and  contented 
condition. 

Employment  continues  as  formerly,  1 43  men  and  1 79  women 
being  regularly  occupied  ;  48  of  the  former  in  the  workshops, 
and  58  in  the  farm  and  grounds  ;  and  of  the  latter,  83  in 
needlework,  knitting,  and  upholstery,  44  in  the  kitchen  and 
wards,  and  52  in  the  laundry.  The  evening  classes  for  in¬ 
struction  are  continued,  by  the.  Chaplain,  to  be  held  in  the 
wards,  and  are  attended  by  30  and  upwards  in  each  division. 
The  week  day  services  in  chapel  are  attended  by  about  105, 
and  the  Sunday  services  by  233 — but  as  this  building  will 
only  accommodate  150  at  one  time,  and  would  be  suitable  for 


a  recreation  hall,  greatly  wanted  here,  we  are  glad  to  find 
that  a  suggestion  formerly  made  for  the  construction  of  a  new 
chapel,  has  been  entertained  by  the  Committee  to-day. 

Upon  the  question  of  enlargement,  no  final  decision  has 
been  come  to ;  but  the  matter  is  referred  to  a  Sub- Committee 
for  report,  and  it  has  been  determined  meanwhile  to  send  50 
female  patients  to  the  Worcester  Asylum  under  contract  for 
maintenance  at  12s.  6d.  a  week,  for  three  years. 

Before  concluding  this  report  we  have  to  state  that,  our 
attention  having  been  directed  to  Sarah  Ann  Williams,  a 
criminal  patient,  for  whose  removal  to  Fishertou,  a  Secretary 
of  State’s  order  had  been  applied  for  and  obtained,  we  have 
had  two  interviews  with  her,  and  upon  full  consideration  of 
the  case  with  Dr.  M‘Cullough  and  Dr.  Thom,  who  agree  per¬ 
fectly  in  the  conclusion  arrived  at,  we  are  of  opinion  that  the 
period  of  imprisonment  for  the  larceny  committed  by  her 
having  expired,  and  she  appearing  to  us  to  have  so  far  men¬ 
tally  recovered  as  to  render  it  no  longer  expedient  to  retain 
her  in  an  Asylum,  communication  should  be  entered  into  with 
her  friends  for  her  discharge  to  them,  and  application  for  such 
discharge  made  at  once  to  the  Home  Office. 

Our  impression  derived  from  the  present  visit  has  been 
one  most  favourable  to  the  continued  ability  and  zeal  of  Dr  . 
McCullough,  and  the  efficiency  of  his  Medical  Assistant,  Dr. 
Thom,  as  well  as  of  the  other  Officers  of  the  Asylum.

REPORT 

OF 

THE  MEDICAL  SUPERINTENDENT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1863. 


The  Medical  Superintendent  has  the  honour  of  submitting 
to  the  Committee  of  Visitors  his  report  for  the  year  1863, 
together  with  the  usual  Statistical  Tables. 

On  the  1st  of  January  last  there  remained  under  treatment 
442  patients — 197  males  and  245  females.  During  the  year 
there  have  been  admitted  159,  viz.,  77  males  and  82  females, 
being  six  more  than  in  any  previous  year. 

The  total  number  under  treatment  during  the  year  was  601, 
and  the  average  number  resident  was  558*8,  viz.,  204*6  males 
and  254*2  females.  The  highest  number  resident  at  one  time 
was  489  in  October,  and  the  lowest,  441  in  January. 

The  number  discharged  recovered  was  58 — 24  males  and 
34  females,  being  in  the  proportion  of  36*5  per  cent,  to  the 
admissions.  Seven  patients  were  discharged  relieved,  and  six, 
in  addition  to  the  thirty  sent  to  the  Worcester  Asylum,  were 
discharged  not  improved. 

During  the  year  50  deaths  have  occurred — 31  of  males  and 
19  of  females,  being  in  the  proportion  of  10*9  per  cent,  of  the 
average  number  resident. 

This  is  somewhat  lower  than  the  average  rate  of  mortality, 
though  considerably  above  that  of  the  previous  year.  The 
per  centage  of  mortality  amongst  the  females  was  only  7  5 
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per  cent.,  and  amongst  the  males  15*1  per  cent.,  or  more  than 
double.  The  difference  arises  from  organic  diseases  of  the 
brain,  which  are  much  more  frequent  in  men  than  in  women. 

In  the  latter  part  of  the  year  two  cases  of  typhoid  fever 
occurred  in  the  male  wards,  one  of  which  proved  fatal.  This 
disease  had  not  previously  attacked  any  of  the  patients, 
though  two  or  three  cases  had  occurred  amongst  the  atten¬ 
dants  at  long  intervals.  A  few  slight  cases  of  erysipelas  also 
occurred  on  both  sides  of  the  house.  With  these  exceptions, 

there  was  no  disease  of  an  epidemic  or  contagious  character, 

\ 

and  the  health  of  the  patients  has  been  generally  good,  though 
during  a  part  of  the  year  the  female  wards  were  much  crowded, 
and  the  male  wards  are  still  very  full. 

Including  those  at  Worcester,  there  remained  at  the  end  of 
1863,  480  patients — 209  males  and  271  females.  This  is  an 
increase  in  the  year  of  38,  viz.,  12  males  and  26  females. 

It  will  be  seen  from  Table  V.  that  during  the  months  of 
May,  June,  July,  and  August  the  admissions  were  very  nu¬ 
merous — about  one  half  of  the  entire  admissions  for  the  year 
having  taken  place  during  these  four  months. 

The  Act  making  patients  chargeable  to  the  common  fund, 
no  doubt  contributed  to  s  well  the  admissions  during  the  entire 
year ;  but  the  special  cause  for  the  great  increase  at  the  time 
mentioned,  appears  to  have  been  the  visitation  of  the  work- 
houses  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy.  A  number  of  patients 
were  sent  in  directly  at  the  recommendation  of  the  Commis¬ 
sioners  ;  but  it  is  probable  that  a  still  greater  number  were 
sent  in  owing  to  the  vigilance  which  such  a  visitation  natu¬ 
rally  produces  amongst  Relieving  Officers  and  Masters  of 
Workhouses,  who  naturally  shrink  from  the  responsibility 
attached  to  the  charge  of  insane  persons. 

That  the  increase  of  admissions  arose  from  the  looking  up 
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of  a  class  of  patients  different  from  those  hitherto  sent  to  the 
Asylum,  and  not  from  an  outbreak  of  insanity,  is  evident  from 
Tables  X.  and  XI.,  shewing  the  duration  of  disease  previous 
to  admission  and  curability  of  those  admitted,  and  the  form 
of  mental  disorder.  Hitherto  there  has  been  a  reasonable 
prospect  of  recovery  in  about  two -thirds  of  the  patients 
admitted,  while  in  one-third,  either  from  the  duration  of  the 
malady,  the  complication  with  organic  disease  of  the  brain, 
or  from  congenital  deficiency,  there  was  no  prospect  of 
recovery.  Now  the  number  of  curable  cases  admitted  in 
1863  was  85,  and  in  1862,  84,  being  almost  exactly  the 
same,  shewing  that  there  was  no  important  increase  in  the 
occurrence  of  recent  curable  insanity.  The  incurable  cases, 
however,  increased  from  42  to  74.  This  increase  was  greatest 
amongst  the  males — out  of  the  77  admissions,  only  35  or  45 
per  cent,  were  curable. 

The  number  of  Idiots  and  Congenital  Imbeciles  sent  to  the 
Asylum  has  increased  year  by  year.  Formerly  very  few  were 
admitted,  but  in  1862  the  number  increased  to  10,  and  last 
year  to  13.  An  increase  will  also  be  observed  in  the  Epileptic 
Class,  and  in  those  labouring  under  Senile  Dementia  or  the 
fatuity  of  old  age. 

The  large  number  of  14  men  were  admitted  labouring  under 
that  peculiar  and  incurable  disease,  known  as  General  Para¬ 
lysis.  I  have  previously  spoken  of  this  disease  as  largely 
affecting  the  mortality  and  the  proportion  of  the  sexes  in 
Asylums.  No  less  than  10  deaths  occurred  from  it  during 
the  past  year. 

A  similar  influx  of  patients,  indeed  the  first  great  increase 
in  the  admissions,  was  produced  during  a  former  visitation  of 
the  Workhouse  by  the  Commissioners  in  Lunacy  during  the 
years  1857  and  1858.  Usually,  after  a  rush  of  this  kind, 
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there  is  a  corresponding  falling  off  in  the  admissions.  This 
was  seen  remarkably  in  December,  during  which  only  four 
patients  were  admitted.  Judging  from  past  experience,  it 
seems  probable  that  during  the  present  year  the  admissions 
will  not  be  very  numerous,  unless  some  disturbing  cause 
should  arise. 

The  number  of  recoveries,  58,  was  almost  the  same  as  in 
the  previous  year,  but  their  per  centage  on  the  admissions, 
the  mode  in  which  recoveries  are  usually  calculated,  was 
much  smaller,  owing  to  the  large  number  of  the  incurable 
cases  admitted.  These  incurable  cases  being  usually  per¬ 
manent  inmates,  have  a  much  greater  effect  on  the  accom¬ 
modation  than  a  corresponding  number  of  recent  curable 
cases 

At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  the 
question  was  raised,  whether  Insanity  was  as  common  in 
Radnorshire  as  in  the  other  Counties,  the  number  of  patients 
in  the  Asylum  from  that  County  being  much  smaller  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  the  population  than  from  the  others.  At  the  time, 
I  could  only  express  an  opinion  that  there  was  no  reason  to 
assume  a  less  prevalence  of  insanity  in  one  part  of  the  country 
more  than  another,  and  that  the  difference  probably  arose 
from  the  distance  of  the  county  from  the  Asylum,  and  the  light 
in  which  insanity  was  regarded  in  remote  districts.  I  have 
since  endeavoured  to  clear  up  this  matter  by  examining  the 
nature  of  the  cases  sent  from  Radnorshire  during  the  last  four 
years.  If  it  is  true  that  insanity  is  as  common  in  Radnorshire 
as  elsewhere,  but  that  a  smaller  proportion  of  patients  are 
sent  to  the  Asylum,  it  is  to  be  expected  that  those  sent  would 
prove  to  be  of  a  particular  class,  namely,  those  who,  from 
their  excitement,  their  attempts  to  commit  suicide,  or  other 
causes,  would  be  least  manageable  at  home  or  in  the  workhouse. 
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Now  I  can  state  positively  that  the  patients  sent  from  Radnor¬ 
shire  during  the  last  four  years  have  been  almost  without  an 
exception,  of  this  class,-  and  that  there  was  not  one  case  of 
imbecility,  or  fatuity,  or  of  those  milder  forms  of  mental 
disease,  which  form  a  considerable  portion  of  the  general 
admissions. 

There  is,  however,  a  more  direct  proof  than  this,  by  com¬ 
paring  the  proportion  of  insane  persons  receiving  relief  out  of 
the  Asylum  with  those  in  the  Asylum.  At  the  end  of  1863 
the  total  number  chargeable  in  the  united  counties  was  833, 
of  whom  475,  or  57  per  cent,  were  in  the  Asylum.  Taking 
the  six  unions,  which  are  wholly  or  partly  in  Radnorshire — 
the  argument  applies  almost  equally  to  the  adjoining  parts  of 
Herefordshire  and  Breconshire — it  will  be  found,  that  of  1 1 3 
insane  persons  chargeable,  only  37,  or  33  per  cent,  were  in  the 
Asylum.  If  all  the  other  unions  in  the  J oint  Counties  are  taken 
together,  the  proportion  in  the  Asylum  was  64*4  per  cent.  In 
the  Knighton  Union,  only  3  were  in  the  Asylum  out  of  17 
chargeable;  and  in  the  Builth  Union,  7  out  of  30.  On  the 
other  hand,  Newport  Union  had  out  of  73  chargeable,  70  or 
96  per  cent,  in  the  Asylum.  It  must  be  obvious,  therefore, 
that  a  very  different  standard  is  adopted  in  different  places 
with  regard  to  the  fitness  of  patients  for  the  Asylum. 

The  Union  of  Crickhowell  may  be  taken  as  a  further  evi¬ 
dence  of  the  effect  of  proximity  to  the  Asylum  in  increasing 
the  number  of  admissions.  This  Union  contains  about  one- 
third  the  population  of  Breconshire,  yet,  at  the  end  of  1863, 
it  had  contributed  more  than  one-half  of  the  Breconshire 
patients. 

I  think  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  a  larger  number  of 
patients  may  be  expected  from  those  distant  Unions  which 
have  hitherto  sent  but  few  to  the  Asylum. 
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With  regard  to  the  important  and  urgent  subject  of  the 
increase  of  Asylum  accommodation  in  the  district,  as  the 
necessity  has  been  fully  admitted,  and  the  arguments  for  and 
against  the  division  of  the  Counties  have  already  been  pretty 
fully  discussed,  I  shall  confine  my  remarks  to  the  nature  and 
position  of  the  extensions,  if  carried  out  in  connection  with 
the  present  Asylum. 

The  enlargement  of  Asylums  throughout  the  country  has 
been  almost  universal,  and  as  the  original  buildings  generally 
contained  a  large  proportion  of  single  rooms,  and  the  offices 
were  commonly  sufficient  for  an  increased  number  of  patients, 
the  first  enlargements  have  usually  consisted  of  day  rooms 
and  associated  sleeping  rooms,  with  or  without  a  small  num¬ 
ber  of  single  rooms.  These  extensions  have  consequently 
been  cheap,  and  have  in  several  instances  been  carried  out  at 
a  cost  of  from  £36  to  £50  per  patient.  In  one  instance  the 
estimate  of  extensions  now  in  progress  is  said  to  be  as  low  as 
£30  per  patient.  This  Asylum  has  already  passed  through  this 
stage  of  cheap  extension.  Owing  to  the  form  of  the  roof,  a 
third  storey  was  fitted  up  all  over  the  building,  and  accom¬ 
modation  provided  for  140  patients,  at  a  cost  of  about  £2,000, 
or  less  than  £15  per  patient.  Twelve  were  accommodated  at 
the  farm  at  a  small  cost.  Taking  these,  together  with  the 
portion  of  the  laundry  buildings  occupied  by  52  patients,  it 
will  be  found  that  accommodation  has  been  provided  for  more 
than  200  patients,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  £5,000,  or  £25  per 
head.  This  process,  however,  cannot  be  continued  indefi¬ 
nitely.  With  comparatively  little  alteration  of  the  buildings, 
the  number  of  beds  has  been  more  than  doubled,  so  that  the 
proportion  of  single  sleeping  rooms,  which  was  originally 
two-fifths,  has  been  reduced  to  one-fifth  on  the  male  side, 
and  one-sixth  on  the  female  side.  Even  making  allowance 
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for  the  class  of  patients  now  sent  to  Asylums,  I  think  the 
proportion  ought  not  to  be  less  than  one-fifth.  On  a  previous 
occasion  therefore,  I  informed  the  Committee  that  it  would 
be  necessary  in  any  further  extensions  of  the  present  Asylum, 
to  provide  not  less  than  one-fifth  of  single  sleeping  rooms. 
Whether  these  single  rooms  should  be  distributed  all  over 
the  extensions,  or  limited  to  some  parts  of  them,  would  be  a 
matter  for  consideration  ;  but  at  all  events,  it  is  certain  that 
some  of  the  buildings,  owing  to  the  presence  of  the  excited 
patients  for  whom  single  rooms  are  chiefly  provided,  must 
resemble  in  a  great  measure  ordinary  Asylum  buildings,  and 
require  the  same  constant  supervision. 

The  necessity  of  providing  single  rooms  affects  a  building 
very  much,  both  as  to  its  size  and  plan.  The  space  occupied 
by  a  single  room,  its  walls,  and  the  passage  by  which  it  is 
approached,  is  perhaps  three  times  that  required  for  a  bed  in 
an  associated  sleeping  room.  The  plan  is  still  more  affected. 
It  is  very  easy  to  provide  a  number  of  large  rooms  as  sleeping 
and  day  rooms,  but  it  is  difficult  to  get  a  number  of  small 
rooms,  with  a  well  lighted  and  ventilated  mode  of  access, 
without  waste  of  space.  They  are  made  to  open  most  fre¬ 
quently  off  the  ordinary  corridors,  sometimes  off  a  passage 
which  is  of  no  use  except  as  a  mode  of  access  to  the  rooms, 
and  sometimes,  in  order  to  avoid  this  waste  of  space,  they 
have  been  made  to  open  out  of  the  day  rooms,  and  even  out 
of  the  associated  sleeping  rooms,  the  latter  being,  I  think, 
very  objectionable. 

During  the  last  few  years  there  has  been  a  tendency  to  cry 
down  corridors,  and  to  make  the  entire  accommodation  con¬ 
sist  of  rooms.  I  have  thought  much  on  this  subject,  and  am 
convinced  that,  for  the  ordinary  class  of  Asylum  patients,  a 
corridor,  connected  with  one  or  more  sitting  rooms,  gives 
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more  liberty,  more  variety,  and  more  privacy  than  the 
restriction  to  one  or  two  rooms,  which,  however  large,  must 
be  monotonous.  The  corridor,  however,  ought  to  be  so  wide, 
and  so  broken  up  by  recesses,  as  to  lose  the  character  of  a 
passage,  which  a  narrow  corridor  has,  and  it  ought  to  be 
freely  supplied  with  open  fire-places.  With  these  conditions 
the  corridor  becomes  an  elongated  day  room.  I  think  it  will 
be  observed  that  a  large  square  room  does  not  afford  accom¬ 
modation  proportionate  to  its  size.  It  is  the  sides  of  the 
room  that  are  occupied,  the  windows,  and  the  fire-places.  I 
am  certain  it  is  important  to  prevent  a  number  of  patients 
gravitating  to  one  point,  round  a  particular  fire  for  instance, 
the  necessary  result  being  discomfort,  irritability,  and  quar¬ 
relling  ;  and  it  is  the  result  of  my  observation,  that  nothing 
contributes  more  to  the  opposite  conditions  than  providing,  in 
proportion  to  the  number  of  patients  in  the  wards,  a  sufficient 
number  of  points  of  attraction,  whether  fire-places,  cheerful 
windows,  or  recesses,  where  the  excitable  element  may  be 
diffused  and  dissipated.  To  promote  the  same  ends  I  think 
it  is  desirable  that  patients  should,  to  a  great  extent,  be  able 
to  pass  freely  from  one  ward  to  another. 

These  are  some  of  the  reasons  on  which  the  plans  recently 
submitted  to  the  Quarter  Sessions  were  founded.  With 
regard  to  the  estimated  cost,  there  was  a  good  deal  of  mis¬ 
apprehension.  The  estimate  for  the  building  to  contain  120 
females,  was  £6,300,  or  £52.  10s.  per  patient;  for  100  males, 
this  estimate  was  £6,700,  or  £67  per  patient,  the  difference 
being  caused  almost  entirely  by  the  nature  of  the  ground, 
which  seems  to  entail  a  considerable  expenditure  for  a  base¬ 
ment,  which  would  not  be  of  much  use  for  the  residence  of 
patients,  though  it  might  be  converted  into  workshops.  These 
are  the  amounts  to  be  compared  with  the  cost  of  additions  to 


other  Asylums,  which,  as  quoted,  are  solely  for  the  buildings 
occupied  by  patients,  without  any  adjuncts. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  additions  recently  made  to 
several  Asylums,  and  the  difference  of  cost  seems  to  arise, 
from  the  use  of  brick  instead  of  stone,  by  employing  double 
roofs,  by  which  a  large  amount  of  space  is  obtained  with  few 
outside  walls,  and  perhaps  most  of  all,  by  the  smaller  number 
of  single  rooms.  The  cost  of  single  rooms  is  increased  when, 
as  in  the  proposed  male  building,  the  day  accommodation  is 
limited  to  the  ground  floor,  so  that  the  wide  corridor  upstairs 
is  of  comparatively  little  use.  This  I  think  may  be  obviated 
by  converting  some  of  the  associated  sleeping  rooms  in  the 
present  building  into  single  rooms,  so  that  all  the  upper 
storey  in  the  proposed  building  for  men  could  be  used  for 
associated  sleeping  rooms.  It  would  thus  easily  contain  30 
more  patients,  reducing  the  cost  per  head  to  about  £51,  even 
with  the  disadvantage  of  the  basement.  This  would  also 
relieve  the  present  male  wards,  where  the  sleeping  rooms  are 
in  excess  of  the  day  accommodation. 

The  airing  court  walls  cost  a  considerable  sum  in  the  pro¬ 
posed  additions.  I  am  aware  that  attempts  are  being  made 
to  do  without  walls  at  some  of  the  additions  recently  made 
to  Asylums.  A  number  of  patients  may  and  ought  to  be 
allowed  to  go  about  freely,  but  this  number  falls  far  short  of 
one-third  of  the  inmates.  If  I  hold  one  opinion  more  strongly 
than  another  with  regard  to  the  management  of  the  insane,  it 
is  as  to  the  importance  of  allowing  free  access  to  the  open  air 
at  all  reasonable  hours ;  and  I  do  not  see  how  this  is  possible 
for  any  considerable  number  without  an  efficient  boundary. 
I  believe  the  absence  of  such  a  boundary  must  lead  to  the 
patients  being  locked  up  in  their  wards,  ^except  at  stated 
times,  when  a  certain  amount  of  exercise  is  administered 
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under  an  irksome  supervision.  I  therefore  think  walls  neces¬ 
sary  for  the  enjoyment  of  a  due  amount  of  liberty.  The  space 
which  they  enclose  can  scarcely  be  too  large  in  order  to  give 
room  for  variety,  and  for  flowers,  fruit,  and  other  objects  of 
interest,  and  for  various  out-door  games. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Committee  of  Visitors,  held  on  the 
20th  of  August  last,  I  reported  on  various  means  of  providing 
additional  accommodation,  and  with  reference  to  Cottages, 
stated,  that  “for  a  certain  class  of  cases  they  are,  I  think,  most 
desirable.  Cottages,  however,  cannot  well  exist  without  a 
considerable  extent  of  land,  and  the  number  of  patients  suit¬ 
able  for  them  is  limited.  Accommodation  for  12  men  has 
been  already  provided  at  the  farm,  and  the  degree  of  domestic 
comfort  and  liberty  they  enjoy  there  is  very  pleasing.  I  am 
not  sure  that  we  have  many  more  men  who  could  be  provided 
for  in  this  way.  There  are  a  large  number  of  women  how¬ 
ever,  at  least  40,  who  could  be  so  accommodated.,,  I  am  still 
of  opinion,  that  for  these  patients  arrangements  of  the  simplest 
and  most  domestic  character  are  by  far  the  best,  and,  as  many 
members  of  the  Committee  know,  if  more  land  had  been  pro¬ 
cured,  it  was  intended  to  provide  for  them  in  this  way. 
Patients  of  this  class,  who  could  be  permitted  to  reside  in 
cottage  buildings  almost  without  restriction,  would  no  doubt 
accumulate  to  some  extent  in  the  event  of  an  increase  of 
numbers,  but  they  can  never  form  a  large  portion  of  the 
inmates. 

It  has  been  asked,  can  a  supplementary  Asylum  for  chronic 
and  incurable  cases  be  erected  within  a  few  miles  of  the  pre¬ 
sent  Asylum,  so  as  to  be  under  the  same  superintendence  ? 
There  are  many  points  to  be  considered  in  a  proposal  of  this 
kind.  It  is  by  no  means  easy  to  find,  within  a  limited  area, 
a  suitable  site  for  such  buildings.  Few  places  have  the 
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necessary  supply  of  water  for  instance,  which  must  be  abun¬ 
dant.  If  it  is  not  near  a  railway  siding,  a  heavy  expense  is 
incurred  in  the  cartage  of  coals  and  other  supplies.  If  the 
distance  was  considerable,  the  Chapel  of  the  present  Asylum, 
would  not  be  available.  It  would  be  necessary  to  make  gas 
on  the  spot,  and  this  and  the  supply  of  steam  for  cooking  and 
hot  water,  together  with  the  ordinary  repairs,  would  entail  an 
engineer.  If  the  washing  was  done  there,  a  laundry  would  be 
required,  if  not,  the  patients  who  work  in  the  laundry,  and 
who  are  mainly  of  the  chronic  and  incurable  class,  must  re¬ 
main  at  the  parent  Asylum.  This  applies  also  to  the  work¬ 
shops — the  men  engaged  at  the  various  trades  must  remain 
where  the  trades  are  carried  on,  and  where  the  work  is  chiefly 
wanted.  In  a  building  of  the  size  supposed,  to  contain  200 
or  more  patients,  some  workshops  would  be  necessary  for 
carrying  on  the  usual  repairs. 

From  what  has  been  previously  stated,  it  will  be  seen  that 
the  accommodation  wanted  is  for  patients,  a  considerable 
portion  of  whom,  owing  to  excitement,  disease,  or  infirmity, 
require  single  rooms.  Even  if  the  structure  of  the  present 
building  admittted  of  the  reception  of  all  these  cases,  the  pro¬ 
priety  of  concentrating  the  excited  portion  of  700  patients  in 
a  building  containing  400,  would  be  at  least  doubtful.  Of  late 
years  the  tendency  has  been  to  do  away  with  a  strict  classi¬ 
fication,  and  this  has  been  undoubtedly  attended  with  ad¬ 
vantage.  In  such  a  building,  and  with  such  patients,  a 
resident  medical  officer  would  be  indispensable.  Indeed  I  do 
not  think  that  any  considerable  number  of  any  class  of  insane 
persons  can  be  properly  managed  without  constant  medical 
supervision. 

From  all  these  considerations,  I  fear  the  conclusion  must 
be  arrived  at,  that,  even  if  a  site  could  be  procured  for  such  a 
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building,  it  would  not  prove  economical  or  convenient  either 
in  construction  or  management. 

It  may  be  asked,  could  not  the  forty  or  fifty  females  of 
whom  I  have  spoken,  be  provided  for  in  cottages  within  a 
few  miles  of  the  Asylum.  It  is  very  desirable  that  such 
cottages  should  not  be  too  near  the  main  buildings,  but  if  far 
distant,  they  would  be  liable  to  many  of  the  objections  already 
mentioned.  These  patients  are  mainly  feeble  old  women, 
who  ought  to  be  within  easy  reach  of  medical  attendance  at ' 
all  hours. 

The  renting  of  a  house  has  been  spoken  of.  I  had  this  in 
view  before  the  patients  were  sent  to  Worcester,  but  could 
not  hear  of  anything  suitable. 

In  conclusion,  I  have  again  to  thank  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  for  the  considerate  aid  which  they  continue  to  give 
me  in  the  performance  of  my  duties,  and  my  warmest  thanks 
are  due  to  the  various  officers  of  the  Institution  for  their 
earnest  co-operation.

THE  CHAPLAIN’S  REPORT. 


Joint  Counties  Asylum ,  Abergavenny , 
January  14  th,  1864. 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  a  report  of  my  proceedings  during 
the  past  year,  I  cannot  otherwise  than  confirm  my  previous 
statements  as  to  the  satisfactory  results  of  my  services  in  this 
establishment. 

Of  the  behaviour  in  chapel  I  can  only  repeat  what  I  have 
so  often  said  in  its  favour.  I  may,  however,  remark  that 
from  the  absence  of  all  sleepiness,  it  contrasts  most  favourably 
with  the  behaviour  which  I  have  witnessed  in  some  congre¬ 
gations.  As  an  instructive  incident,  I  may  also  point  out, 
that  sometimes  when  I  enter  the  reading  desk,  a  patient  may 
be  annoyed  with  some  one,  and  be  using  violent  language, 
but  more  frequently  than  not,  such  patients,  directly  the 
service  commences,  respond,  as  if  it  were,  instinctively  to  the 
solemnity  of  the  occasion,  and  become  quite  devotional  in  their 
conduct.  Perhaps  the  knowledge  that  they  will  be  removed, 
and  possibly  kept  for  a  time  from  attending  chapel  if  they  do 
not  desist  (for  it  does  not  do  to  overlook  misbehaviour),  may 
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have  also  something  to  do  in  quieting  them.  But  if  only 
this  lowest  view  is  taken  of  the  case,  it  even  then  is  an  in¬ 
structive  one,  for  it  shows  that  it  is  not  only  the  better  class 
of  patients  who  attach  a  value  to  the  privilege  of  coming  to 
God’s  house  to  join  in  common  prayer. 

The  average  attendance  at  chapel  during  the  year  has  been, 
on  Sunday,  about  100  males  and  110  females,  counting  the 
attendance  at  both  services ;  and  on  week  days,  about  50  males 
and  46  females.  These  numbers  are  exclusive  of  the  nurses 
and  attendants  who  take  charge  of  the  patients  in  chapel. 

About  20  patients  are  in  the  habit  of  receiving  the  Holy 
Communion,  and  I  have  no  reason  whatever  for  believing 
that  the  number  should  be  less.  Conscience  and  public 
opinion  operate  strongly  even  in  an  Asylum,  and  I  find  that 
with  little  restriction  on  my  part,  for  I  read  the  notice  of 
Communion  before  the  whole  congregation,  I  can  safely  allow 
these  checks  to  determine  the  number  of  patients  who  shall 
come  to  the  Lord’s  table 

I  regret  that  there  is  no  immediate  prospect  of  the  enlarge¬ 
ment  of  the  chapel.  It  is  very  desirable  that  all  patients 
should  attend  Divine  Service  who  are  likely  to  conduct  them¬ 
selves  properly  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  it  is  equally  desirable 
that  a  room  originally  intended  for  an  Asylum  constructed  to 
hold  no  more  than  300  patients  at  most,  should  not  be  crowded 
with  the  number  which  it  is  requisite  to  bring  into  it.  For, 
judging  from  my  own  feelings  on  sundry  occasions,  over¬ 
crowding  the  chapel  must,  from  the  unusual  foulness  of  air 
which  attends  it,  have  an  effect  very  unfavourable  to  attention 
and  devotion  upon  minds  ill-adapted  to  contend  with  such 
physical  obstacles. 

I  regularly  visit  the  wards,  and  pay  special  attention  to 
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those  patients  who  most  require  my  services,  while  I  keep 
up  a  friendly  intercourse  with  all  those  who  do  not  repel  my 
advances. 

The  evening  gatherings  are  continued  as  usual,  and  the 
instruction  or  recreation  of  the  patients  duly  attended  to. 

In  chapel,  every  Saturday  morning,  after  a  few  prayers 
have  been  read,  the  hymns,  chants,  and  responses  intended 
for  the  following  Sunday,  are  practised  by  the  congregation. 
The  adoption  of  this  plan  obviates  the  necessity  of  re-assem¬ 
bling  the  congregation,  which,  in  an  establishment  where  so 
much  work  has  to  be  got  through,  is  found  to  be  attended 
with  inconvenience. 

The  library  books  have  been  divided  periodically,  as  here¬ 
tofore,  in  parcels  among  the  several  wards,  but  any  patien^ 
who  is  fit  to  be  entrusted  with  books  can  have  a  succession 
of  them  by  applying  to  me  for  them. 

I  have  to  thank  the  Committee  for  a  grant  of  £6  for  the 
purchase  of  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  and  also  of  £5  for  the 
replenishing  of  the  library.  Had  the  grant  of  £6  been  re¬ 
quired  later  in  the  year,  it  would  have  procured  a  larger 
supply  of  books  than  it  did,  for,  I  am  happy  to  say,  the 
Society  for  the  Promotion  of  Christian  Knowledge  has  re¬ 
cently  issued  a  very  cheap  edition  both  of  the  New  Testament 
and  Prayer  Book — an  edition  just  suited  to  our  worst  class  of 
patients.  The  books  added  to  the  library  are  such  as  my 
own  experience,  confirmed  by  the  superior  experience  of  the 
Medical  Superintendent,  finds  to  be  requisite.  The  library 
is  supplemented  by  a  liberal  distribution  of  Tracts,  and  also 
by  the  annual  addition  of  two  volumes  of  the  Sunday  at  Home, 
two  volumes  of  the  Leisure  Hour,  and  one  of  Good  Words  » 
and  I  believe  I  am  quite  right  in  stating,  that  these  books  are 
held  in  high  estimation  by  very  many  of  the  reading  patients 
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The  number  of  burials  in  the  Asylum  cemetery,  during  the 
year,  has  been  28  out  of  50  deaths.  The  ground  is  now  nearly 
full.  By  appropriating  every  available  spot,  paths  included, 
there  may  be  room  for  about  30  more  graves.*'
